In connection with the recommendation, the referenced memorandum 
states that "action is under xtfay." We feel that there may be some 
misunderstanding in the Library. We cannot segregate books on 
intelligence without highlighting to unwitting personnel our interest 
in intelligence. Subject to your concurrence, we propose to prepare 
a complete list of books we have on the subject of intelligence as 
one of the regular handouts for students. This handout would also 
call attention to the fact that the Curator of the Historical 
Intelligence Collection is collecting .and maintaining a Li'brarv of 
books and other publications on intelligence. 


4. A suggestion is made, apparently not part of the 13 
recommendation bit stemming from 0TR Headquarters, that th< 

Library be re-established as an OCR Library. While we do not feel 
strongly on this point, we feel that our present relationships with 
OCR are entirely satisfactory and that if our Library were -under OCR, 
we would simply have another line of technical supervision which we 
are presently free from. Also, we have found that the Librarian's 
position is more conveniently and profitably filled by a working 
xvife. Should OCR take over the Library, we would undoubtedly be 
asked to take as our Librarian a person selected by OCR.
